PHILIPPINES. 


Randall Says 
Freedom Now a Crime. 


Declares Islands * Not 
‘Ready for Independence. 


Shadow of Jap Aggression 
Over Orient, He Says. 


[BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS. } 

HONOLULU, Aug. 17.—Inde- 
péndence for the Philippines before 
the next twenty-five years was op- 
posed as a crime of the first mag- 
nitude by Representative C. H. Ran- 
dall of California, a member of the 
Congressional party touring the 
Orient, who came here today aboard 
the Great Northern on his way to 
the United States. 

“There should be no independence 
for the Philippines before the next 
quarter of a century and you will 
find practically every member of the 
Congressional party of the same 
mind,” he said. 

“With many, including myself, it 
was a great reversal „f opinion. Aft- 
er seeing the Philippines it was our 
almost unanimous verdict that the 
Philippines are not ready for in- 
dependence. 

“It would be a crime of the first 
magnitude to cast these people 
adrift. The better-educated Fili- 
pinos, who are not politicians, are 
practically unanimous in their op- 
position to independence. 

“The development of the Philip- 
pines is stagnated because of the 
lack of capital due to uncertainty of 
the status of the future government.

National Forest

GIRL SOBS

W oman in Flash Case Faces 


Dead Wife’s Mother; New 
Evidence Hunted. 


Hysterical and sobbing, Mrs. 
Gladys Fox, the 16-year-old girl who 
was found at the San Diego home 
of T. F. Flash, learned yesterday for 
the first time of the tragic death and 
secret burial of Flash's wife. 

That Flash, who was chief phar- 
macist on the U.8.8S. Prairie, had 
been taken to jail in San Diego, the 
Kirl knew. But that he had con- 
fessed last Thursday that he fur- 
nished his wife the poison capsule 
‘which resulted in her death on the 
morning of June 17 had been care- 
fully kept from her until yesterday. 

Mrs. K. W. Reiner, mother of the 
slain woman, who came south from 
her home at Portland, Or., after her 
daughters body had been found in 
its shallow, sandy grave in a dry 
bed near San Diego, was chosen to 
divulge the news of the tragedy to 
Gladys Fox at her home in the 
southern city. 

Mrs. Fox broke down completely. 
During her hysterical sobbing she 
continually reproached herself with 
having possibly been an innocent 
cause of the tragedy, but she con- 
tinued to protest her undying love 
for him. Mrs. Reiner was accom- 
panied on her difficult mission to 
the Fox girl by Miss Lucille Gold- 
man of San Francisco, a friend who 
came south with her.

because it carried a promise of the abol 
ishment of poverty. and no application of 
‘hig theory had then been attempted. But 


time has taken that theory and applied it 


in the government of communities and has 
exposed its hollow mockery. 

Arguments against the single tax have 
deen supplanted by experience with it. 
There is not on record a single community 
that has prospered under the singletax sys 
tem, but there are a dozen communities 
that have been well-nigh ruined by it. Can- 
ada has carried the experiment farther 
than this country. its novelty appealed to 
some of the cities of the western provinces 
and they put into effect a system of taxa- 
tion wherein the entire burden was carried 
by the land. As the tax bill is a relatively 
small item in the average family budget, it 
must be a baneful law indeed that will 
wreck the prosperity of a community. But 
the single tax came near driving whole 
municipalities into bankruptcy; if it had 
not been repealed some of the Canadian 
cities would have been actually depopu- 
lated. 

Vancouver was the largest city to test 
the single-tax scheme, and its experience 


is worthy of careful study, especially in 
California, where a single-tax® proposition 


must be voted on in the November election.

There is the verdict which time has reg- 
istered on the effect of the single tax on 


a municipality. In the same year (1917) 


the city found on its hands $5,456,453.11 of 
unredeemed city lots, together with a large 


deficit: for it could not collect enough 


taxes to pay the current expenses of the 
city government. Vancouver tried the sin- 
gle-tax theory of selling the property to 


pay taxes; but no one would bid for the 
lots. Vacant land was about as cheap in 


Vancouver as in the Mojave Desert. This 


was the ideal condition which Henry George 
sought to bring about. But the people of 
Vancouver were too obtuse to appreciate 
how happy they were. They moved away 
by the hundreds. 

Seven lean years brought those who were 
determined to stick it cut” in Vancouver 
to their senses. Those who had been loud 
est in their proselyting for the single tar 
had 
means of earning a livelihoed in Vancou- 
ver. New laws were passed, assessing the 
land aniy for its proper burden of taxa 
tion; and in the first year that improve. 
ments were taxed the value of buflding 
permits doubled. 

Such is the record of one city under the 
single tax. The experience was practical 
ly duplicated in Victoria and South Van 
couver. Wherever the singletax theory 
was put into application it brought only 
business paralysis. Facing such a record, 
{it seems almost incredible that any consid 
erable number of persons should seek to 
visit such a scourge on the State of Call 
‘fernia. - Yet the Great Adventure League 
has succeeded in getting enough signgtures 
to an initiatory single-tax amendment to 
give it a place on the November ballot. 

For a great State like California to try 
such an experiment would be the very 
peak of folly. The result would be even 
more disastrous than an armed invasion. 


NOTABIE ACHIEVEMENT. 
The completion of the great Kerckhoff 
hydroelectric project of the San Joaquin 


Light and Power Corporation and the for- 


mal beginning of its operation last Sunday 
supplies an excellent example of the real 
service of a public- utility corporation in 
catering to the requirements of modern civ- 
flization. It is an achievement in which 
Los Angeles has a notable share in that 
the president of the company and the prime 
mover in the record-breaking construction 
work is W G. Kerckhoff of this city, 
father of the natural gas development of 
Southern California. 


The financial returns to ths corporation, 
which will be no more than maderate inter- 
est on its investment, are of small moment 
in comparison with the actual service ren- 
dered in the conversion of hitherto wasted 
water into 60,000 horse power of harnessed 
energy, the bulk of which will be used in 
pumping water for the reclaiming of large 
areas of new land, with a concomitant spur 
to a dozen correlated industries. 

It is to be borne in mind that, in addi- 
tion to this utilization of natural resources 
for which no practical use had previously 
been found, the Kerckhoff project will make 
no inroads upon our diminishing stocks of 
coal and fuel oil. Yet so serious has been 
the power shortage in the San Joaquin Val- 
ley, that, but for this new plant, it would 
have. been necessary to erect new steam 
generating plants to fill the urgent require. 
ments of power users. 

In his remarks to those assembled to wit- 
ness the formal launching of service by 
the project, the first of such to be com- 
pleted in the State since the close of the 
war, Mr. Kerckhoff voiced the true relation 
of the public-utility corporation and the 
public in these words: 

“For every dollar that this company may 
make out of the operation of this plant it 


is safe to sav that the commnunity realizes 
at least twentyfold. We welcome the co: 


operation of the people in this work and 
trust the confidence heretofore extended to 
us will be continued so that every acre in 
the valley may be irrigated and 
possible manufactory and other 
may be developed.”

ment against the safety of aviation. 

One might with as much reason argue 
that carpet-laying is a hazardous profession 
and one to be avoided because a tack ham- 
mer can, on occasion, be used as a deadly 
weapon. Or that we ought to give up our 
flivvers and walk because now and then a 
racing driver goes through the fence at a 
hundred miles an hour and kills somebody. 

Lieuts. Locklear and Elliott met their 
deaths in a stunt whose very success de- 
pended upon it being made as spectacular 
and perilous as possible. The ordinary 
commercial airplane would no more under- 
take such a performance than a Clydesdale 
would enter the Derby. Even at that, the 
aviators were not killed through any fault 
of their machine, but because their eves 
were dazzied by strong searchlights from 
the ground and they could not see how 
near the earth the plane was approaching. 
Another hundred feet would probably have 
saved them.

THE HUNGER KILLER.

Wheat is the carner-stone of the 
food structure of the nonortental | 
world, and the supply of ‘t de- 
termines largely whether westen 
nations are to be well or poorly 
fed. Most of the wheat is raised in 
the Northern Hemisphere, and the 
crop is at present so far advanced 
that reliable estima‘es of it can he 
made. And it is certain the wheat 
crop is to be abu»dant. From 
Mandalay to Saskatchewan, from 
Finland to Colorado, the reports ar: 
unvaryingly excellent as the thrayh-. 
ing season rapidly approacher 

The United States ig the greatest 
wheat-producing country in the 
world. Her position is now more 
clearly without a rival than before 
the war when Russia was an active 
competitor in all markets. 

The United States is to have a 
near-bumper crop. During the five 
years that preceded the war erica 
the average crop here was 687,000, 
000 bushels. During the war, im 


der the stimulant of government 


encouragement and high prices, “he 
average annua! yield was 822,000. 
000 bushels. The latest forecast of 
the crop being harvested made 57 
the Bureau of Crop Estimates is 


810.000, 000 bushels. So it decomes 


evident that we are to have a war- 
time yield to meet a peace-time need. 

THE FARMERS MAKE GOOD. 

This crop is a magnificent accor. 
plishment. Throughout the wheat 
belt the fields are yielding sturdy 
average acre returns, crops that are 
not unusually héavy. but are g m- 
erally good and upriform, Early 
in the season there were varying it- 
fluences mitigating against a henvyY 
yield, but conditions have continued 
to improve right up to the harvesr 
season and the forecasts have grow. 
constantly more optimistic. 

The contribution that the Tinited 
States will this year be able to make 
to the wheat rationing of the world’ 
is estimated as follows: The cop 
will be 810,000,000 bushels. To this 
should be added 15(.000.006 bushels 
held over from last year. This ie 
twice the average holdover as thers 
were difficulifes in transvortat. on 
and difficulties in financing Kuropean 
we will have 
960,000,000 bushels on band. 

The normal home consumption o' 
wheat is 560,000,000 bushels. Righty 
million bushels must be held to 
plant next year’s crop. Thus we 
promise to gave 310,000.000 bushels 
of wheat for export. This is more 
than half as much wheat as ou owh 
people consume. It is a spleniid 
contribution to the world supply. 
Before the war our average export 
Was 105,000,000, and the average 
war-time export was but 240,000. 0 
bushels. So we are doing hand- 
Bomely this year. 

In Canada the wheat cron prom- 
es to be better than it has been 
‘or years. Hardy Canadians have 
been pushing into the prairies of 
the Northwest, around Medicine 
Hat, Calgary and Moosejaw, ‘at 
tling six-month winter and 48 
below temperatures. When cropa 
were good, profits. were large, but 
there have been bad seasons. For 
the past three years there have been 
mostly crop fallures, and the sufer 
ing has been intense. But Canada 
promises to contribute 100,000,000 
bushels of wheat tor export this 
year. |

The Memorial Auditorium will be 
Giscussed at an American Legion 
meeting to be Neild tonight when 
Mary Pickford and Douglas Fair- 
banks will be welcomed home by 
the Legionnaires and members of 
tHe auxiliary. The meeting will be 
held at Normal Hin Center, which 
is proposed as the site for the struc- 
ture, 


Hearty indorsement of the archi- 
tects’ plans was given yesterday 
hy. Vice-President John PF. Kennedy 
of the Security Trust and Savings 
Bank, following a conference with 
members ot the committee in charge 
of the campaign for the bond elec- 
tion, August 31. 

‘Mr. Kennedy, who is directing th: 
work of the Fifth-street Improve- 
ment Association, explained that the 
proposed structure would harmon- 
ize in every way with the purposes 
of the assocfation. 

“The plans contemplate an open 
cut from Grand avenue to Flower 
street,” he said. “This would give 
a street with only a 4% per cent 
grade between these two thorough- 
fares, or a practically level street 
along the north side of the Me- 
morial Auditorium. The cut would 
straighten out Fifth street, provid- 
ing an absolutely clear way th and 
out of the shopping district. and at- 
ford great relief of the traffic condi- 
ona. 

“The decision in favor of the open 
cut was reached quickly when the 
time ahd cost of the proposed im- 
provement were considered. The 
open cut will be far the cheaper plan 
as well as the most satisfactory, 
leaving only a retaining wall or ter- 
soe to be constructed on thé north 
side. 

“As to the desirability of the 
Memorial Auditorium and the 
Coliseum, I cannot see how either 
can be questioned. As a matter of 
Kratitude to and affection for our 
soldier and sailor boys; as a matter 
of civic pride and as.a business 
proposition that will bring thousands 
of dollars to the people of Los An- 
xeles, it is difficult to see how the 
Memorial Auditorium and the 
Coljseum could be so much as de- 
bated. The Fifth-street Improve- 
ment Association approves the 
Plans.
